The fluid covered the dcr- 
rlclt, and rusliiii); eut flowed tike 
water down CtxIarC'reek adlawnee 
of tiir<M>-i|uart«ni of a nillv before 
controlled. Thu lowot>t eatlmste 
places the product of thia well at 
fi00barr«la per day." Tho trend 
ot tho belt, whloh is of Indeflalie 
length, la Arom aoathwest to north- 
east, snd this strike clear- 
ly givPH It a width of eighteen 
mlloa. In Floyd county the oil is 
found at tho deptli of \m f(.,.t, wlille 
in rike county the depth Is 
doubled, aa Is the pro<lurt. 

Across the river on the Caney 
fork of John's creek, Oroenlee A 
Korst, nttaburg operalora, who 
have boon succosaful to the Mo- 
lK>naId Beld, the Maanlagton, W. 
Vs., Held, and ike Moatpielir, ind , 
Aold, ant putUagdamia well t^st 
haw so far posaowed all tho pecull- 
arltlua of tho well on Cedar creek. 
At the depth of 1,100 fwt they are 
delayed by luck of casing, ii lot of 
which Is II. iw en route, and will 
rem h ihi 111 in Iiuk, to allow the 
couiplelloM of the well liy lUu Hrst 
of the year at farthest. This well 
Ilea northeast ol PlkevUle a diat- 
anoeorseveamUssiandlsat least 
ten mliss from tlw Cbdar^sroek 
well, bat dlreoUy In the trsnd. In 
that acctlon the eoaipaay holda 
leases on 10,0uo aerss or mors of 
the choicest territory. Tboy are 
very conAdent. 

Again, acnws in Floyd, on the 
Halt Lick fork of Heaver, on land 
adjoining the Now Itoraain wolla 
and leaset. Quffey A tiooen are 
putting down a aew well. This 
was also delayed floai an oxhau*- 
lioaofropa,thalreable giving out 
at tho depth of 800 feet. During 
the past few daya, throogh, an ad- 
diHaaal supply was received, and 
they ought now to U' hearing thu 
liolntof striking. 'Ihls cimipany 
holds iilKiul 1,:*n) acres of valuablo 
lands. 

The oil is light, and Is not a In- 
brieuiit. I n its crude atate 11 burna 
roadlly, and the eoal of reflalng Is 
estimated roourkaMy low. 

Hie oU enitemeat may reach 
liawrsoee eoanty again, aa there ia 
no doubt that there la oil In this 
U'rritory. Thu ttno lubricating oil 
found hsie a few yaaraafo Is worth 
looking for.
